Korean ‘Talks 


T can hardly be claimed 
that the circumstances 
under which the Communlat 
and United Nations Jinison 
offleers mect nt Panmunjom 
today to discusa resumption 
of talka on a Korean 
polltical conference are 
particularly propitious. 
Since the original — dis- 
cussjona were broken of, 
two dangerous impediments 
have arisen. One is the 
Communtate’ Insistence that 
there be further “explana- 
tions” made to POWs who 
resist repatriation, although 
the final date for thts pro- 
eedure agreed upon in the 
Armistice haa long passed; 
another ia what Ia likely to 
happon on January 22 when 
thousands of prisoners who 
have refused to be included 
in the voluntary exchange 
system) = are—again under 
the terms of the armisticc— 
due to revert to civilian 
status and freed from the 
custodial campa. The Com- 
munists are firm in their 
demand for n resumption of 
“oxplanations”, and ure 
warning the United Nations 
that they must accept full 
responsibility for any 
consequences which may 
arise from thelr refusal to 
accede to the proposition— 
which sounds very much 
Uke a threat. It Is sur- 
prising, in fact, that with 
the Communists vo blatantly 
endeavouring to set aside 
two of the main conditions 
of the armistice they have, 
at this stage, suggested 
resuming preliminary dis- 
cussions $ for a political 
conference, It was they who 
brought about the abrupt 
censation of the earlier tatks 
with thelr insultlog 
allegation of — “perfidy’* 
boing practined by the UN 
dolegates, and so far they 
have given no hint of their 
willingness to withdraw this 
ealumny. And if they are 
going to the conference 
determined to maintain that 
the United Nations repre- 
sentatives are negotiating 
in bad fnith there is no 
Point in pursuing the farce. 
Quite obviously the Reds 
have their own reasons for 
wanting the discussions 
resumed, but what (hose are 
remain to be seen. But even 
th meeting of  Ilnixon 
officers will be futile if the 
Communists are not pre- 
pared to offer some 
assurances that they desire 
and intend to conduct 
themselves in ao seemly 
manner at the conference 
table. More important still 
ds that tho United Nations, 
delogates should ba given 
om undertaking that the 
Communfats are abd pon to 
eschew obatructionism and 
stalling tactics, and really 
get down to the job of help- 
ing find an  acceptablo 
formula that will ensure 
realisation ‘of a political 
conference. They have 
bandied needless =words 
long enough. It is time they 
bocame __s rational and 
constructive,

Panmunjom, Jan, 14. 
United Nations and Com- 
munist liaison officers meet 
today in » new and critical 
attempt to arrange a Korean 
peace conference, 


The Communists accepted a 
proposal by the United Nations 
Command to bring Mlatson 
oMicers of both sides to this 
neutral area for a meeting at 
11 a.m. 


A few hours before the mect- 
ing, the Reds warned the United 
Natlons Command that Its plan 
toliree anti-Communist prison- 
ers at the armistice deadline 
of 12.01 am. January 23 
“threatens the peace of Korea" 
and It must “bear the full 
tesp nbitity for al the grave 
tcmucquences” unless it bucked 
down. 


However, the UN Supreme 
Commander, General John Hull, 
reaffirmed his determination to 
release the 22,000 anti- 
Communist prisoners the 
deadline. General Hull made 
his statemont in Talpeh, strong- 
hold of the Chinese Nationalist 
government, before he flew buck 
to his Tokyo headquarters. 

in Formosa, General Hull 
arranged for the transport of 
unti-Red Chinese prisoiiers to 
that isknd. A United Press 
Taipch dispatch sald the fitst 
shipload of the prisoncTs was 
empie.e2 un Formora cn January 
28. 

In New Delhi, It was reported 
that the Indian government was 
considering plans to take home 
the Indian troops who are acting 
na custodians of the prisoners 
after handing them back to 
thelr original captors on Janu- 
ary 23.-—United Press.

THE PRINCIPAL SECURITY | 


HEADACHE 


Berlin. 
HE four-Power con- 
ference which = is 
to open here on 
January 25 will be 
the first serious attempt 
since 1949 to overcome the 
cold war stalemate = in 
Europe. Then, the four- 
Power conferences of New 
York and Paris met to 
liquidate the last great 
‘Soviet adventure in Europe 
— the Berlin blockade. 
Soviet, expansion on the 
old continent had clearly 
been fought to a standstill; 
the Communist defeat in 
the Italian elections . of 
1948, the successful defec- 
tion of Yugoslavia from 
the Soviet camp and the 
collapse of the guerilla war 
in Greece were proof of 
that fact, ag was the failure 
of the blockade itself. The 
time for a territorial settle- 
ment, including a decision 
fon the future of Germany, 
seemed to have come. 

The stumbling block was 
the question of the control 
of a united Germany. The 
Soviets proposed a return 
to full four-Power control 
as provided by the Pots- 


By 


dam agreement, with the 
right of each occupying 
Power to veto any decision. 
The Western Powers were 
prepared only to accept 
four-Power control on the 
Austrian model under which 
any Austrian law becomes 
effective unless vetoed 
unanimously by four 
occupying Powers. 


One More Stage 


N later years, the Rus- 
sians may have frequent- 
ly regretted that they were 
not ready to accept this 
Austrian solution in 1949, 
For a few months later 
the Federal Republic of 
Western Germany and the 
“German Democratic Re- 
public” in the East came 
into being; and when Com- 
munist aggression in Korea 
prompted the Western  re- 
armament drive in the 
following year, the move- 
ment for building up an 
integrated Western Europe, 


all 


including Western  Ger- 
many, soon became linked 
with plans for rearming 
Western Germany within 
the European Defence Com- 
munity. 

Today, as in 1949, the 
four Powers meet at a time 
when a stage in the cold 
war hag clearly ended. The 
Korean war has ended in 
stalemate, and the arma- 
ment race which it begah 
has reached a point. where 
both sides wish to slacken 
the pace, Atomic competi- 
tion has put at the dis- 
posal of both sides the 
means of total annihilation, 
but has left the West with 
a great advantage in the 
possession of ready tactical 
weapons for local mass 
destruction. 

The readiness for serious 
negotiation now springs on 
both sides chicfly from a wish 
to reach agreement on a limita- 
tion of armaments — that js 
what the universal talk about 
“relaxation of international

Several Fears 


B: the very completeness of 
the West's political victory 
may make a compromise on Ger- 
man umlty more difficult, even if 
the problemsof military security 
can be solved. There is cer~ 
tainly no prospect whatevir of 
such a compromise unless the 
security issuo is settled first. 
For it has been the security 
fears of both the Russians and 
tho Western Powers which 
have kept their troops in the 
heart of Europe, and have kept 
Germany divided long after 
Russta’s postwar European 
offensive had spent Its force. 

Thero are several kinds of 
such fears — fears of one an~ 
other and fears of ‘a rearmed 
Germany.
